Candidates are required to
return the three (3) Personal Recommendation Forms by the deadline; these forms may be
accompanied by written letters of recommendation. Letters in excess of this number will not be
reviewed. All references should be from non-family members.

ACADEMIC TRANSCRIPT — An official transcript must be in a sealed envelope with a
signature across the seal. If a candidate has already graduated from high school, in addition to a
transcript, information outlining the candidate’s academic and/or employment activities since
graduation should also be included.

CURRENT PHOTOGRAPH - Please submit a wallet size photo with name and hometown
written on the back.

STANDARDIZED TEST RESULTS - Please include ACT and/or SAT scores in the
application packet. Scores that appear on a sealed transcript or in a sealed envelope from a
guidance counselor will be accepted.

RECORD OF ATTENDANCE AND DISCIPLINARY RECORD - The enclosed form is to
be completed by the school guidance counselor. By law, all admissions materials must be shown
to a student upon request. Each applicant must submit their record of attendance for all four years
of high school as well as any disciplinary actions that have occurred.

CANDIDATE FITNESS TEST — Take the enclosed worksheet with you when you complete
your Fitness Assignment. Have the examiner fill in all the information on the form (and make
sure he/she signs and dates the form). Your examiner should be your high school PE teacher or
coach.
